TRAVELLING IN SIAM, 
+A correspondent has obligingly furnished 
us. with ‘the following--estract from the 
Rangoon Gazette, It is-a letter written by 
Mr V, -D- Collins, formerly. .of Hongkong, 
desoriptive of a trip overland froni Bangko 
to Maulmain—a journey performed by him 
in company with Mra Oollins. - ‘The. writer 
Baysi~s ; . : 
: Providin myself with i order from the 
Prime Mints r of Siam, by which I was to 
obtain elephants at Kauburie, I-left Bangs 
kok in conipany with my wife, in a small 
fotir-oared houge boat, on the 18th of Deo., 
1867, ° The first day our course was wester: 
-Ty, throvigh canals ruuning parallel” with,” 
and a few miles from, the gulf of Siam, to 
near the mouth of tle Meklong rivor. -Pro- 
coeding up this river, we reached Kanbnrie, 
the chief. town: in north-western “Siam, in 
fifty-six hours from Bangkok ; making the 
distance by water, at the rate of four miles 
per.hour, 224 miles.’ 3 
& The Meklong is the ‘third-river west of 
Bangkok—the Tachine being between the 
Mensm and Meklong : 
The: Meklong ‘iver ¢o. Kanbutie, is a 
broad clesr shallow stream, with a slow 
aa 


current and well’ defined banke, on which 
are-a few villages ‘and many separated 


'| habitations.” The best land. geems to be in 


the hands of Chinese, who cultivate tobacco, - 
sugar cane, cotton and rice, 4 

On arriving-at Kanburio, I presented the 
Priugs Minister's letter, but was told’ by 
the. Governor that he had no elephants ; 
and that I must, proceed four days’ journey 
by boat up the west, branch of the Meklong 
called the Meklong Nee-to obtain them. 
After ‘an-inexcusable delay of three daya, 
the Governor: gave me a lotter and an 
‘escort to the first head-man up the’ river, 
when [started for the elephants, Before 
getting under way, however, I had some. 
difficulty in’ persuading my four boatmén 
to go further, as they stated that Kanburie 
was theif destination as per agreement, 

After rowing twenty-five hours, we reach- 
ed the house of the: first. héadman. Oa. 
presenting my letter,:I was told. ‘that the 
elephanits were distant some two days’ jour- 
ney farther up the Meklong Nes.- -Afteran 
hon’s delay, the first head-man and his son 
(as one of ‘my own nion was sick with fever) 
accoinpanied us up the river ; and after fif- 
teen hours’ hard rowing we reached the house 
of the second head-man.’ Here I was told 
that the elephants were out in ‘the jungle, 
and wouldbe caught and ready for us as soon 
as possible. Aftor waiting only four days, 
two elephants arrived; so that, on Monday, 
Jaunary 16th, 1868, we'mounted the long- 
looked-for.quadrupeda, After twenty-two 
hours on the elephants, we. reached Ohi- 
yoke, the ustial point on the Meklong Nea 
where Siamese and:others start through the 
juvgle for Tavoy. After waiting four daya at 
Chi-yoke, we obtained, on Monday, Jaunary 
13th, fresh elephants; and after fifty-seven 
hours’ ride, passing “in. sight of. the three 
pagodas, reached a small Siamese town: on 
tho Meklong Nee, called Oagg-st-ann..’ Hera 
after a few hours’ delay he took canoes 
somo five miles up the Meklong Nee to 
Baug-su-ana, a Karen village aud the last 
in Siam. - It will be seen that the, Meklong 
‘Nee is navignble up to. this Village; but we 
did not know: it when. leaving Bangkok— 
besides, our boat. was too large, and our ° 
boatinen wonld not have been willing to 
Provoad this frr, evenhad‘we been informed 
of the fact after leaving Bangkok, eho 

At. Bang-su-ann we meta company of 
Budhist privsts on their way to Siam, who 
told us that theyrhad ‘walkedfrom Maul. 
main to that village, through the forests; 
‘in two days, 

Obtaining fresh elephants. at Bang-su- 
ann, we reached tha boundary line of Siam * 
in nine hours—the point boing marked by 
three large pilosa of-stone. : 

In six hours. from the boundary, or, on 
the afternoon of Friday, January 24th, we 
reached a Karen village onthe head waters 
of the Ataran, Failing to obtain elephants 
at.this village, we left next day in’ eanors : 
and, after tifty-six:hours.of rowing, reached 
Maulmain February Jet, 1868, quite worn 
out. Tho journey consumed - forty-three 


tioti and slow travelling; but now, . that 
they are over, Fwill not stop to recount 
our troubles, but simply . indicate,” after a 
few general statements, tho best way, in 
the light of experience, of making: the 
journey from ‘Bangkok to Maulmain, * 
Oar trip ocoupied two hundred and forty 
eight hours of locomotion—ninety-four on 
elephants, and one hundred and fifty-four. 
in boats, Allowing for the first, the rate 
Gf two, and.for the last,. three miles an 
hour wa travelled aome-six hundred and fif- 
ty miles; though the distance, in a direct 
line, caunot be much more than one: third 
as far. The Meklovg, the Meklong Nee 
and Ataran rivers, we found to be exceeds 
ingly winding: but ot- general course, by 
compiss, was north west., Uur' course, on- 
the clopliants was also. very ‘winding,. but: 
usually. N. NW. W. Thé Meklong Neo and 
Ataran rivers abouided in ‘rapidds, bes 
tweon which were long.- stretches .of 
comparatively still waters. resembling 
mountain lakes. - Thesé rapids werg usuall 
only a fow’ hundred feet in length,. an 
never very dangerous, though the water 
sometimes flowed with great velocity. . ‘As 
our elephant drivers .were always «anxious 
to lodge in Karen villages, and as we avere 
frequently delayed ‘by obstructions in our 
path, we did not average over five hours of 
travol‘por day,, With the exception of two 
nights, we were not compelled to sleep in 
the jungle, but lodged iu Siameas or Karen 
villages. We wevo. always ‘ treated: with 
great kindness; and notin a single instance, 
for boats, elephants, food or lodging, was 
the question of reinuneration stated. - Most 
of the way we’ Wore: able to purchase rica 


and fish, ‘and: sonietimes, eggs and fowls ; 
but most of the Karcns seemed quite des- 


titute of variety in food. We usually paid 
arupeo per day for each elephant, and a 
tupee for each night's lodging; while the 
entire expense of our journey from Bangkok 
to Maulmain did not: oxceed one hundred 
and fifty rupecs, : 

The -scenc¥y on ‘the rivers was always 
beautiful, aud’sometimes graud; butin the 
forests. we could: seldam see over a few 
hundred. fect in any direction: The forest 
paths were usually benc ath over-spreading - 
bamboos and pleasintly shaded, ‘The days 
were -rather, warm ; but the nights in the 
mountains quite cold, with. yery heavy 
dew, We saw very few signa of animal life 
in the forests ; ‘generally « profowiid silence 
reigned, broken only by the wild songs of - 
the Karens, or the oracking: uf bamboo in 
the pathway of the elephants, z : 
Tt making the journey from Bangkok to 
Mavulmain, the travelior should atart by the 
Jat December, before the mountain-streams. 
have become too shallow. . As the Meklong,’ 
and the Meklong Neo rivers are very wind- 
ing, the boat: used should be flat-bottomed, 
and draw but little water, in order to ent 
acroas the shallow bends in the tivers; and 
‘the more easily’ to pass’ the numerous’ 
rapids. “With four boatmen, willing and 
able. to work ten or twelve hours por day, 
the distance from Bangkok to Bang-su-ann, 
at the headwaters of the Meklong Neo, 
ought tp be made’ in twelve'days, From 
Bang-su-ann to the headwaters of the Atar- 
an, it. is about thirty milés to be made on 
‘foot in ous day, or on elephants in two 
days, At the Karen village, at the head.
